A consulting engineering 
firm was named by the Belle 
Glade City. 4 Commission 
Monday night, to replace the 
firm fired in March 1975, on 
а split vote, then decided to 
hold up the contract until 
conflict of interest charges 
could be checked out. 

Mayor William Grear, 
and Commissioners Ralph 
Kirk and Tom Altman voted 
to hire Barker, Osha and 
Anderson but agreed to 
postpone signing the con 
tract üntil they could contact 
the company about some 
thing Commissioner Кеп- 
neth Harris, who voted with 
Commissioner ^ Aubrey 
Farmer against the firm, 
reported. 

"For the record," Harris 
said once the vote was 
taken, “I have faith in the 
company' but there is a 
possibility of a conflict of 
interest. Harris said he 
was hesitant to even raise 
the question but he had been 
told there would be such a 
conflict because Barker, 
Osha and Anderson share 
mutual projects with Russell 
and Axon, another firm. 


Harris said he had 
attempted to call Charles 
Anderson of the selected 


firm to question him about 
the conflict but had failed to 
reach him. 

Anderson, who is a 
partner in the firm, said 
Tuesday he knows of no 
conflict of interest. He said 
his firm is working with 
Russell and Axon in two 


‘projects in the West Palm 


Beach area but he didn't see 
where that constituted a 
conflict of interest. 

Acting City Manager 
Frank Anderson said he had 
asked Anderson whether the 
firm's. employment as con- 
sulting engineers on the 
county 201 waste water 
disposal study would cause a 
conflict of interest. F 

“He said he didn't believe 
it would cause one,” the city 
official said, "and he said he 
would certainly notify us 
anytime he thought a 
conflict would arise.” 

Should Mayor Grear sign 
the contract, it will be the 
first time the eity has had a 
ting engineering firm 
geod standing since 
wy, Wild and Associates 
were fired almost 16 months 
ago. 

The city had been 
negotiating with Post, Buck- 
ley, Shuh and Jernigan for 
seven months until .those 
negotiations were broken off 
a month ago because the city 
and the firm couldn't come 
to'an agreement on how the 


city was to pay the 


engineers. 

Questioned by Harris, 
City Attorney John. Baker 
said the contract with 
Barker, Osha and. Anderson 
was a better agreement than 
а previous one with Briley, 
Wild or the one offered by

He said a clause is 


included which allows the

The City Commission 
Monday night authorized the 
mayor to sign a $134,554 
contract with Richmond to 
handle the developing of the 
area containing lots for 32 
homes. 

Acting City Manager 
"Frank Anderson said the 
next step ís to set up a 
pre-construction conference 
and then the construction 
should get underway shortly 
after that. He said no date 
has been set as yet for the 
conference but he believes it 
will be sometime in the next 
three weeks. 

Once construction begins, 
Richmond has 45 days to 
complete the streets. The 
other jobs listed in the 
contract are all supposed to 


be completed in shorter 
periods of time. 
The bids had been 


brought before the commis- 
sion during the -July 26 
meeting but the commission 


took no action at that time | 


because Commissioner Aub- 
rey Farmer wanted Ander- 
son to see if city forces could 
perform the job cheaper and 
within a reasonable time. 
This was reported as 
unfeasible and Hutcheon 
Engineers, who did the 
preliminary engineering 
work, recommended the city 
use one contractor to handle 
all four phases of the work. 
While there were four 
construction companies bid- 
ding, only Richmond and one 
other bid on all four phases. 
The other company's bid 
was almost twice that of 


Richmond.

Archery season has been set 


TALLAHASSEE - The 
sportsman calendar of arch- 
ery, muzzle loading gun and 
bear hunts for the 1976-77 
hunting season has been 
announced by the Game and 
Fresh Water Fish Commis- 
sion, 


The statewide archery 
season gets underway on 
September 4 and continues 
through September 26. 
Archers are reminded to 
review their hunting rule 
summary for information on 
legal game, legal methods of 
hunting and designated 
areas not open for archery 
hunting. 


In addition to regular 
statewide archery hunting, a 

total of 18 wildlife manage- 
ment areas will be open for 
bow hunting during the 
September 4-26 season, plus 
19 special hunts scheduled 


for other areas. The special 
hunts will be limited to 
muzzle loading guns only. In 
addition, there will be eight 
wildlife areas open for 
primitive weapons which 
includes both bow and arrow 
and muzzle loading guns. 

Both  bowhunters and 
muzzleloaders тау look 
forward to additional hunt- 
ing opportunities in north- 
west Florida where the 
primitive weapons season 
opens throughout the 16 - 
county region on Jan. 29 and 
continues through Feb. 13. 

Archers and muzzle load.

Declaration by the Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress Assembled," none 
but President John Hancock & Secretary Charles 
Thompson had put signatures to a copy of the 
document until the past week. 

We have learned the names of the 50 delegates 
who inscribed a parchment copy of the Declaration 
four days ago. | 

The anxiety of some delegates & the steadiness 
of others is reflected in the unverified report of an 
exchange involving Benjamin Franklin immediately 
after the signing on August 2. 

Now we must all hang together," one worried 
delegate is said to have pleaded. 

"We must all hang together or, most assuredly, 
we will all hang separately," quipped Dr. Franklin 
with the lighthearted courage of his 70 years. 

- Sinee New York on July 15 instructed its 
delegates to sign the document, the title has now 
been changed to “The Unanimous Declaration of 
the Thirteen United States of America." 

As President of Congress, Hancock signed the 
parchment copy first in a large & bold hand, 
reportedly asserting that King George III would 
not need spectacles to read his name. 

The authenticity of the alleged comment by 
Hancock is doubtful since the Congress has not 
made any plan or provision to send a copy of the 
Declaration to King George. But there is little 
doubt, however, that a printed copy of the 
Declaration is currently en route to England. 


who also opposed independence, has nevertheless 
put his signature on the Declaration. So has George 
Read of Delaware, Carter Braxton of Virginia & 
Edward Rutledge of South Carolina. = 

Signers of the Declaration range in age from the 
26-year-old Rutledge to the 70-year-old Franklin, 
although most are in the 30's & 40's. Eight were 
born in the British Isles. One, George Taylor, a new 
delegate from Pennsylvania, came to America as an 
indentured servant. 

Except for another new delegate, Charles Carroll 
of Maryland who is a Roman Catholic (& one of the 
wealthiest men in America), almost all subscribe to 
Protestantism. Four were trained as ministers, but 
only one in the group is an active clergyman-Rev. 
John Witherspoon, president of the College of Nev. 
Jersey in Princeton. 

Four of the delegates who have signed are 
physicians, Still another new delegate from 
Pennsylvania, Dr. Benjamin Rush, 30, is among 
these. Graduated from the College of New Jersey at 
ag. 15, Rush earned his medical degree at the 
University of Edinburgh in Scotland. Newly 
married this year, Rush is eminent in both medicine 
& politics in Philadelphia. 

Dr. Rush inspired Thomas Paine to write the 
now-famooe Common Sense pamphlet published in 
January. He also supplied the title for Paine. 

More than half the signers of the Declaration 
have been trained in law, but not all practice it. 
Some are merchants. About one-fourth of the men 
are wealthy planters & land. owners.
